Today the National Interagency Command Center (NICC) formally requested Type 1 structural fire engines from Alaska for 
service in California's record breaking fire season. In response, the State Logistics Center in Fairbanks is coordinating the 
transfer of four of the largest structural firefighting engines to Cal Fire. 



Three of the trucks are being furnished by Mat-Su Emergency Services; the fourth is being furnished by the Chugiak 
Volunteer fire department. Each engine will be staffed by a complement of 3 Mat-Su and Chugiak firefighters. The State 
Division of Forestry will be providing agency liaison Phillip Btydenburgh and mechanical support staff. Norm McDonald, 
Mat-Su Area fire management officer, states that this action shows terrific interagency cooperation. "To accomplish this 
mission, the Division of Forestry, the Mat-Su Borough, Chugiak Volunteer Fire Department, FEMA, NICC, and the US 
Forest Service all had to play their part". The engines will be transported through Canada on trucks and the crews will be re- 
united with their equipment in California. 



These Type 1 engines are capable of carrying up to 1500 gallons of water and pumping at a rate of 1000 gallons a minute. 
Chris Olson, logistics coordinator of the Division of Forestry's Coastal Region, states that the power of this apparatus is the 
ability to lay down a tremendous quantity of water in a very short time. 



All of the engines will be used by Cal Fire for structure protection. As of July 10th, there are still 97 outstanding, tui-fiiled 
orders for structure protection engines for California.

Here is a status update from yesterday on the resource rebate bill, HB 4002. 

Resource Rebate 

House C & RA Schedule 

This bill was schedule and brought up very briefly in House C & RA. Co-Chair Fairclough set out the 
following hearing schedule: 

- July 15 @ 8:00 am in Juneau (1 hour to hearfrom just myself and Jerry Burnett from 
Revenue) 

- July 1 7 @ 4:00 pm in Anchorage (Public testimony) 

- July 22 @ 2:00 pm in Juneau (Testimony by invitation only) 

- July 23 @ 10:00 am in Juneau (Public testimony) 

Senate Finance Schedule

The Senate Finance committee is hearing 4 bills on July 15 @ 9:00 am. including the Senate version of 
the resource rebate bill. This means we will have to present quickly at House C & RA and run upstairs. 
(Kelly, can we check with Miles on Monday and see if he will move talk to Bert about moving this meeting 
to 9:30 am? if they won't we will need to have someone else on prepared and on standby in Senate 
Finance to present the resource rebate bill if I am still stuck in House C & RA. Who would you suggest?) 

Substantive Issues 

Other than setting the schedule, Rep. Fairclough mentioned some legal issues that had been brought to 
her attention by Rep. Lindsey Holmes. The two issues were: 

(1) the Federal constitutional issue with residency periods for need-based welfare programs. (Which 
is not what our resource rebate payment is); and 

(2) whether the bill causes legal problems or issues with the permanent fund? (Which we believe it 
does not since none of the funding comes from the Permanent Fund and we are setting up an 
entirely different program) 

Rep. Fairclough asked us to have LAW ready to answer these questions at the hearing on July 22. I told 
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her we had already looked at the issues, but would be prepared to answer them at the next hearing. My sense is 
democrats like Rep. Holmes and Rep. Gara want to change our bill to a needs based program. One way to try 
and get leverage to do that is to poke at the structure of our bill and try to get leverage to amend it into a needs 
based program. (Changing to a needs based program also happens to benefit a lot of their constituents) After 
we answer this set of legal questions, these same folks will probably come up with some more. Their goal is to try 
to find something that sticks or at least raises enough doubt that they gain votes for an amendment to a needs 
based program. We can't prevent them from raising issues, but we will answer them. 

I am working with Chris Poag, Mike Barnhill, and Mike Ford on the legal issues. We have a meeting to review 
everything again this Tuesday. We will be ready to answer the questions on the record for Rep. Fairclough. 

Next Steps 

Since the LAW attorneys are usually off for the weekend, I am reviewing the research and the issues Rep. 
Fairclough asked about. I am also finishing up my opening statement On Monday, I would also Eike to start 
meeting with the individual members of the committee to review the bill and answer questions, and try to count 
votes. (Kelly, can your office set up the meetings and would you like to come with me?) I am leaving the 
organization of any public testimony on the bills up to the Legislative Office. My plan is to keep preparing, present 
the best case possible to the committee, meet with them, answer questions, and try to count votes, and then do 
the same thing at Finance, the House Floor, etc. 

Comments from Legislators 

One legislator mentioned to me yesterday that Rep. Chenault prefers just tacking the amount of the 
resource rebate payment and motor fuel tax savings to everyone's permanent fund and issuing one 
check. Rep. Meyer was quoted in the ADN as saying: 

"Kevin Meyer, an Anchorage Republican who serves as co-chairman on the House Finance Committee, 
said short-term needs must be addressed while various alternative statewide energy projects get under 
way. The rebate, I look at ft as a Band-Aid, and I think we need to do that now because that's something 
that can get to people fairly quickly," Meyer said. "I think the rebate, plus taking off 8 cents, are ali things 
that we can do now," he said. "It will help bridge the gap until we can get some of these other things 
done." 

The negative commenls being relayed to me are coming in from Senate Leadership, particularly Senator 
Hoffman. Also, it is clear neither Speaker Harris or the Senate leadership are going to make the bill 
process easy. Referrals to lower committees, having chairs drag out hearings over two weeks, and 
scheduling hearings on top of each other are not helpful.
